This docs not include a penny ot 
what we have lent and are go- 
ing to lend to our allies. It is 
merely the sam to be spent, with 
no financial return^ on the run- 
ning of the government iu war 
time, including, of course, the ex- 
pense of the 
greatly 'enlarged 


Army and Navy on the new war 
footing. This total for the pres- 
ent year is $27,807,000 more than 
the government spem. in the en- ' 
tire 17 years' from the beginning . 
of the present 
century to the 


present year. 


Ordinary expenditures ot this 


government last year—that is, the 
fiscal year ended June 30, 1917— 
were $1,041,635,116, or about a 
tenth of what" they are TIQV esti- 
mated to reach 
in the present 


twelve-month. 
In addition, last 


year there were various extra- 
ordinary expenditures,
